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MR. SUPERINTENDENT: 

This edition of "The Cadence" is especially for you ! 

It is designed to aid you in your selection of the type of Music 
Supervisor you particularly want. In this little volume you will 
find all the information you need, not only concerning the members 
of the graduating class but about the college in general, — its his- 
tory, its equipment and its ability to produce well trained and in- 
spired Music Supervisors. 

The most prominent educators of our day recognize the su- 
preme necessity, even in times of financial and economic stress, of 
including in the curriculum, subjects which enrich the life and back- 
ground of our children. They also acknowledge that music in the 
school is probably the most powerful factor for providing this en- 
richment as well as the most efficient means of providing a safe 
outlet for the pent up emotional restlessness so prevalent among 
present day youth. 

Man lives almost his entire life to the accompaniment of music 
in some form or other. From the time he is lulled to sleep by a 
mother's singing, until he is laid in final rest to minor strains of the 
funeral dirge, he is unavoidably in contact with this element. Imagine 
a church service, a parade, a college football game, a radio program 
or any other activity where emotion is involved, without the pres- 
ence of this vitalizing force ! How flat and shallow they would 
seem ! If our children are to have the fullest appreciation of life 
they must be able to participate in its various activities because 
"there is no appreciation without participation". Surely educators 
cannot do better than to provide opportunity in the schools for such 
participation. 
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Mansfield State Normal School was founded in 1862 and be- 
came a State Teachers College in 1927 with authority to grant the 
degree of Bachelor of Science in Education, Home Economics and 
Music. Unlike the majority of institutions of this kind, provision 
has been made for the study of music since the school first opened. 

In the beginning, the instruction in music, both instrumental 
and vocal, was in the hands of one instructor. Later, when Hamlin 
E. Cogswell became Director of Music in 1877, the first attempt was 
made to organize the work on the conservatory plan, with special 
teachers at the head of the several departments. Mr. Cogswell be- 
came Director of the Conservatory in 1888 with a faculty of six in- 
structors, all of high esteem. 

In 1921 Dr. Hollis Dann, now head of the Department of Public 
School Music at New York University, was made State Director of 
Music in Pennsylvania. In this same year a three-year course was 
established which was continued until, as stated above, the four- 
year course leading to degree of Bachelor of Science in Public School 
Music was inaugurated in 1927. 

Also in 1921, Mrs. Grace E. Steadman, Director of Music at 
State Teachers College, Kearney, Nebraska (1907-1921), was ap- 
pointed by Dr. Dann to the position of Director of Music Education 
at Mansfield, and the present course of study, outlined elsewhere in 
this publication, was developed by the State Committee on Music 
Curricular Revision of which Mrs. Steadman was the chairman. The 
development of the Music Department has also been greatly aided 
by the active co-operation of Dr. William R. Straughn, President.

The Music Department is one of the strongest in the college, 
and the curriculum, which is designed for the preparation of public 
school music supervisors, is both thorough and comprehensive. 

The music work leads to the degree of Bachelor of Science in 
Public School Music, and conforms in every way to the standards of 
the Pennsylvania State Department of Education. It provides for 
approximately 61 hours of theoretical music and music methods, 18 
hours of applied music, 24 hours of educational courses, 8 hours of 
English and 18 hours of elective work in one field in which the 
student is certified to teach. Each music student is required to sat- 
isfactorily complete four years of study of both voice and piano, and 
in addition is required to study a representative instrument of each 
choir of the symphony orchestra for at least one semester. Unusual 
opportunity for practice teaching is offered and is described else- 
where in this publication. 

The music organizations include a Symphony Orchestra of 50 
pieces, a Second Orchestra, The Concert Band of 50 pieces, a Second 
Band, a mixed chorus of over 100 voices, a Vested Choir of 60 mem- 
bers and a Music Supervisors' Club, which comprises the entire de- 
partment. The Supervisors' Club holds weekly meetings of great 
value and interest. This year the Club has studied American Music, 
using J. T. Howard's "Outline" as a guide. The Club also produces 
an opera or choral concert. Last year "The Chimes of Normandy" 
by Planquette, was given and this year "Robin Hood", by de Koven, 
will be produced. The very finest of music is studied and played in 
public performance by all the above mentioned organizations.

Facilities For Research and Practice Work 
In The Music Course 

Mansfield offers unusual facilities for research and practice 
work in the field of music. The new auditorium (Straughn Hall) is 
of special advantage to the music students. The equipment of this 
splendid new building, which was erected last year at a cost of over 
two hundred and eighty thousand dollars, includes a new concert 
grand Baldwin piano and an Austin three manual organ which alone 
represents an investment of thirty thousand dollars. 

Twenty-five practice rooms for the women and ten for the men 
afford the music students ample opportunity for individual practice 
and improvement. 

The college library has on its shelves about twenty thousand 
volumes. This library is well equiped and up-to-date and includes 
over four hundred books of specific music interest. All the better 
music periodicals are subscribed to, and back numbers are filed and 
indexed for quick reference. There is also a Colgrove Memorial 
foundation which provides for a special music section in the library, 
and new and rare books and music are added to this collection each 
year. 

There are two large assembly rooms in the Music Education 
building which are used for choral and instrumental practices. The 
new auditorium is also granted to the music students for such pur- 
poses when occasion demands. 

All class rooms in which music classes are held are provided 
with pianos. A large phonograph and a comprehensive library of 
all types and collections of records completes the equipment for re- 
search and practice work.

In order to have a reasonable chance of arriving at educational 
goals, the educator must first know what these goals are. The 
trouble with education in recent years has been that we have had 
all the machinery set up for manufacturing almost any kind of a 
product — but we did not know what kind of a product we wanted. 
The educational world is now trying to find out exactly what kind 
of people are expected to come out of our school systems. Hence 
the emphasis in recent years upon objectives. 

The music educator has not been much better off than the rest. 
Sometimes he has felt that learning to read music was the funda- 
mental thing ; more recently he has set up that nebulous entity re- 
ferred to as "music, appreciation" as the end and aim of all effort. 
Some teachers of music have felt that vocal music was all-impor- 
tant ; others have insisted that it was in the teaching of instruments 
that musical salvation lay ; while still others have ventured the 
opinion that it was only when the child made his own instrument 
and then learned to play upon it — if possible invented his own music 
— that there was any chance of anything happening. Some teach- 
ers are at present pinning their faith on piano classes. Others are 
insisting that details do not matter and that all that counts is a fine 
attitude on the part of the pupil, this being evinced by a genuine 
love for good music on his part. 

What do we really want? This question must be answered be- 
fore we can make much progress in the direction of getting it. As 
a start toward an answer, let us examine the set of objectives re- 
cently printed in SCHOOL MUSIC, and if these seem sensible and 
practicable let us give our own work point and efficiency by follow- 
ing them. 

I. Objectives in the First Six Grades 

1. To be able to sing with good tone quality and correct inton- 
ation, to discriminate between good and bad tone quality, both vocp 1 
and instrumental and to take definite satisfaction in tone that is 
beautiful and true to pitch. 
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2. To create a love for good music appropriate to the child's 
stage of development, and to arouse a desire for music as a part of 
the school day. 

3. To have some ability and at least a certain inclination to 
choose better rather than poorer music outside of school. This ap- 
plies to phonograph, home singing and playing, the radio, and con- 
certs. 

4. To develop creative ability in music. 

5. To develop grace and poise as the result of the physical 
freedom achieved in practice upon the various forms of rhythmic 
response. 

6. To build a repertoire of beautiful unison and part songs 
appropriate to the various grades. 

7. To know from memory all verses of America, one verse of 
The Star Spangled Banner, and one verse of at least ten additional 
standard patriotic and community songs. 

8. To recognize as familiar and to be able to identify when 
heard at least twenty-five standard compositions. 

9. To have the ability to sing at sight material of moderate 
difficulty, including easy chromatics and the commonest rhythmic 
figures. Sixth-eighth measure should also be included. 

10. To have the ability to sing any part in a two- or three- 
part song. 

11. To be able to read very simple music from the bass staff. 

12. To know the signatures of the nine common keys, the 
names of the lines and spaces of the treble staff, the names of the 
keys on the piano keyboard, and such other matters of theory as 
may seem desirable from the standpoint of reading vocal music, 
playing on instruments, and developing general intelligence concern- 
ing musical matters. 

13. To have the power to recognize the minor mode by sound 
and by sight, and to read simple music in minor keys. 

14. To be able to interpret intelligently the various directions 
relating to tempo and dynamics as conveyed by the common Italian 
terms, together with their abbreviations and signs as these appear 
in the songs sung. 
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15. To know the principal orchestral instruments by appear- 
ance and sound, including at least the following: Violin, 'Cello, and 
Bass ; Clarinet, Flute, Oboe, and Bassoon ; Trumpet, Trombone, and 
French Horn ; Tympani, Cymbals, Triangle, and other commonly 
used percussion instruments. 

16. To offer participation in instrumental music for those 
having interest and ability and to encourage the talented child to de- 
velop skill in individual as well as ensemble performance. 

17. To recognize as familiar and to know how to pronounce 
the following names of composers : 

Bach Schumann MacDowell Grieg 

Beethoven Schubert Brahms Dvorak 

Handel Mendelssohn Tschaikowsky Chopin 

Haydn Mozart Foster Elgar 

18. To have the power of apprehending phrase repetition and 
contrast in simple compositions heard or sung. 

II. Objectives in the Junior High School 

(7th, 8th, and 9th grades) 

Preliminary Statement: In formulating the following objec- 
tives, it is assumed that the school will require at the least the mini- 
mum amount of time devoted to music ; namely, two periods per 
week through the 7th and 8th grades, and one period per week 
through the 9th grade. 

1. To love music and to seek in it a highly satisfying outlet 
for the growing emotional nature ; to seek in it a refining and 
strengthening force in the growing spiritual life ; to seek in it 
stimulating mental activity. 

2. To carry music participation into home and community and 
to develop a desire to continue the study of music in after-school 
life. 

3. To develop an ever growing joy in achievement and appre- 
ciation in singing unison and part songs. 

4. To recognize good music, enjoy it, listen intelligently to it, 
and feel a deeper response to it than in the earlier years. 
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5. To explore the field of musical literature by listening, read- 
ing and studying, and by doing. 

6. To learn to care for the changing voice by singing properly 
assigned parts ; by singing music of correct range ; and by develop- 
ing beautiful tone quality. 

7. To develop initiative and enthusiasm for and cooperation in 
mass singing and playing, and to develop skill in choral or orches- 
tral routine, or both. 

8. To find abundant opportunity for self expression in per- 
formance before others. 

9. To find opportunity for the development of individual tal- 
ent through participation in elective music, such as choral organiza- 
tions, instrumental instruction, and small ensemble groups. 

10. To be able to discriminate between good and bad tone 
quality, both vocal and instrumental, and to take increasing satis- 
faction in tone that is beautiful and true to pitch. 

11. To acquire a repertoire of songs of literary and musical 
worth, not necessarily all memorized, and to have an ever increasing 
desire to sing these outside of the music class, as well as in school. 

12. To develop increasing skill in reading music, in one, two, 
three, and four parts, from treble and bass staffs, including the 
ability to interpret the common signs and terms relating to tempo 
and dynamics. 

13. To enjoy the music heard through the mood aroused and 
through the apprehension and analysis of tone color, structure, etc. 

14. To develop the ability to identify types of voices and in* 
struments in solo and ensemble. 

15. To be able to identify the simpler forms of music by name 
and sound. 

16. To know a number of representative compositions by the 
best known composers. 

17. To recognize the names of the best known composers, to 
know the kind of music representative of each, and to be familiar 
with the simple biographical facts in the case of a few of the most 
outstanding. I 

18. To be able to converse with reasonable intelligence about 
current musical events. 
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To begin with, I believe in Sight 
Singing. 



Sometimes I think the name is a 
misnomer for we all know that sight 
singing should mean just that, name- 
ly, singing at sight. We must build 
very carefully before the process of 
sight singing really takes place. 



It is in the preliminary work that so 
many persons fail. They slide around 
the real issue and the children then 
are blamed for not doing this or that. 
Any reason is presented except the 
teacher's own sluggishness of mind, or 
laziness, or lack of presentation 
knowledge. 



Given a teacher with a God-given 
bent toward the teaching profession, 
with a vision of the future, with pro- 
cedure knowledge, the children under 
her will learn to read music, AND 
LIKE IT. 



All this talk about the "drudgery" 
of sight reading reminds me of two 
types of mothers. One type is so 
everlastingly talking about her work- 
ing problems that the children look 
upon dish-washing, cooking, etc., as 
drudgery of the most wretched kind. 
No help for mother here when they 
are older unless they are coerced into 
it. The second type of parent makes 
every move seem joyous. Work is 



made light of but is done thoroughly. 
Children are taught that something 
accomplished about the house is a 
real achievement to be proud of. This 
parent seldom has difficulty in secur- 
ing help from the Junior or Senior 
High School girl. Her children take 
it for granted that a little help is a 
fundamentally necessary thing and 
that it may be lots of fun. 



No one need tell me that the mind 
of even the most ordinary child is so 
"namby-pamby", that music must be 
fed to that child wrapped up in candy 
coating like a sugar pill. Thank 
heaven sight reading is no longer 
presented to the child as it was forty 
years ago. Just the same we still 
have persons so musically benighted 
that technical work seems the end and 
aim of music in the school room. It is 
this type of work that makes a child 
rebel against the music work in the 
intermediate grades. There is a 
weariness of the mind due to too large 
a portion of tough "musical roast 
beef". 



A well planned musical diet is es- 
sential if real musical growth is to be 
made. Out of a period of twenty min- 
utes it is difficult to make some teach- 
ers see that at least ten, and better, 
twelve minutes should be spent in 
song singing and interpretation. 
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Teachers who teach musical tech- 
nique as though it were a wearisome 
business to be gotten through with, 
will always get a "dry-as-dust" re- 
sponse. Personally, I cannot see all 
technical work done away with as was 
tried by some schools of thought a 
few years ago, any more than I can 
see a preponderance of technical 
work. Nevertheless, I am sure, chil- 
dren will do technical work if it is 
presented to them as a means to the 
end and not as just so much drudgery 
to be gotten through. 



Give me the sparkling-eyed teacher, 
the teacher with vitality who will 
stand on his feet and joyously teach 
his subject, be it music or otherwise. 
When I watch the student teachers it 
is so easy to tell who are prepared to 
teach a real lesson! Prepared to 



handle the children! Prepared to 
like— oh, well — PREPARED TO 
LIKE A JOYOUS JOB! 



YOUR JOYOUS JOB IS: To see 
that each child knows music; that it 
is a life long love; that it is a help 
over the rough places, even to little 
ones wearied from too much play; to 
see that songs are gay, loving, inter- 
esting, soothing and what have you. 
This is the mission of music. I be- 
lieve that the man or woman with a 
song in his heart or on his lips will 
come forth from this "repression" bet- 
ter than those without this way of 
escape. 



Music must be a definite knowledge, 
incoporated into the very being of 
one's spirit, to insure a life long love 
of this most gracious of all arts. 
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The seniors have completed their 
course in Composition, which is the 
termination of three years' study of 
theory and harmony. Their composi- 
tions include vocal solos, unison and 
part songs for Junior and Senior 
High School Glee Clubs, and solos for 
the piano as well as for stringed, reed 
and brassi instruments. They hope to 
present their "Master" composers in 
recital in the near future in order to 
give you an opportunity to hear the 
products of eighteen weeks' work. 
Such a course is valuable in that it 
not only affords an opportunity for 
emotional expression, but that it also 
awakens within an individual a deep 
consciousness of what it means to 
compose and a greater appreciation 
of the music we now enjoy. 



We were very happy to have the 
"Four Keys" back again and to hear 
them perform in their own inimitable 
style. It had been several years since 
we heard the original quartette. This 
return marked their first real re- 
union since graduation. Come back 
again, boys! 



The Sophomores have been making 
great strides in their music classes. 
They are now proudly beginning Key- 
board Harmony, which was formerly 
a first semester Junior subject. They 
even threaten to surpass the Junior's 
accomplishments and play Henry Ca- 
rey's famous tune in their Grade 
School Methods Class. 



In Sight Reading, Mrs. Hartman 
has procured for them the David 
Bisphani Song Book which is a collec- 
tion of Selected Choruses for Mixed 



Voices for use in School and Com- 
munity Singing and Choral Societies. 
It will supplement their Sight Sing- 
ing and Ear Training texts. The book 
will be of value not only in class, but 
as a practical addition to their library. 



We fear that the separation of the 
Freshman class into two sections has 
placed too great a responsibility upon 
them. Ha is enough to expect them to 
get to the right classroom without ex- 
pecting them to be in the right sec- 
tion. 



Ask any of the Sophomores if they 
believe that you can dance your way 
to success. 



The Juniors have entered very en- 
thusiastically into their new course in 
Form and Analysis. In their attempt 
to understand the principles of Unity 
and Balance in Composition, they will 
analyze Schumann's "Album for the 
Young", Mendelssohn's "Songs With- 
out Words", and some of Beethoven's 
Sonatas. 



Some of the Freshmen boys have 
organized a basketball team which is 
competing with teams in Elmira, 
Blossburg, and Arnot. In a few years 
we will no doubt have an "M" Club 
within our own department. 



Much of the enthusiasm at the bas- 
ketball games can be attributed to the 
band and its "snappy" numbers. Un- 
der the able direction of the Senior 
boys the band will continue to func- 
tion as long as basketball season lasts.

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PROF. ROSS INVENTS 

NEW DEVICE FOR 

PIANO CLASS WORK 



The varied accomplishments, both 
musical and scientific, of Prof. R.Wil- 
son Ross, instructor in piano and or- 
gan at the Teachers College, were ad- 
mirably revealed in a demonstration 
given by him recently. At this dem- 
onstration he brought before the pub- 
lic eye an invention which could well 
be ranked among the marvels of the 
age and which may prove to be a 
great boon to instruction in class pi- 
ano. 

Mr. Ross conceived this idea early 
in the Fall when Mrs. Bowmen, in- 
structor in the Oxford Course in 
Class Piano for Primary and Adult 
Classes, gave her excellent demonstra- 
tion at the college. After her first 
demonstration, Mr. Ross arrived at 
the conclusion that whereas one stu- 
dent then played at the piano, by 
means of his device, five or more stu- 
dents could play at the same time on 
actual keyboards. 

This device consists of one piano 
with electrical action, connected by 
electric cable to five or more actual 
piano keyboards. These keyboards 
may play the piano individually or in 
unison. By these same keyboards 
various parts of compositions, scales, 
and technical work can be played in 
different voices. Each keyboard is 
controlled by the instructor by means 
of "stop-switches" on the piano, which 
can cut out one or more keyboards at 



the same time. By means of these 
switches the instructor is able to know 
just what each separate student 
does. These keyboards work on the 
same principle as the manual on a 
pipe organ and the instructor in mov- 
ing the "stop-switches" may shut off 
the power of any keyboard desired. 

At the present time there are four 
piano classes at the college using this 
device; two adult classes under the 
instruction of Mr. Ross and Mr. New- 
man; one primary class under Mrs. 
John Myers and a student teacher, 
and one Junior and Senior High 
class under Miss Scott.
